Rocrester, N. Y., April +.—Edwin Booth 
vas stricken with paralysis during his appear- 
ence in ‘“Othello,”’ tonight, and is dangerous!y 
i}. 

Mr. Barrett later appeared before the au- 
dience and spoke as follows: 

‘Ladies and Gentlemen—Lam called upon 
to perf orm the mest painfal duty of my life. 
My colleague has shown symptoms of break- 
ling down for three or four days past, and his 
condition is so serious that it is impossible 
for him toact. We had hoped tl 
rally from this attack and that h 
able to play his part tonight, but Que of your 
physicians, Dr. Sumner, says that ifwould be 
perilous for him to attempt it. Mr. Booth has 
istained a partial stroke of paralysis, and we 
fear that this is the beginning of the end. I 
cannot express to. you the deep sorrow with 
which I make this sad announcement. The 
World has probably heard for the last time the 
greatest actor who speaks the English lan- 
guage. We shall, of course, cancel all engage- 
ments, and I hope that we shall be able to 
reinove Mr Bocth to his home. It pains me to 
speak these words. I am sorry to disappoint 
this great audience.

BOOTH'S CONDITION NOT SO BAD. 

Booth was taken ill upon the stage during 
the last scene in the second act. He became 
unsteady, reeled and fell, and had to be assist- 
ed off tle stage by those near by. The doctor 
expressed the fear that_Booth had sustained a 
shock of partial paralysis, which so alarmed 
Barrett that he determined to dismiss the audi- 
ence. Barrett was greatly overcome by what 
he considered the dangerous fllness of his col- 
league, aud when he stepped before the curtain 
it was eyident that he was greatly excited. 

Barrett, during his short address to the 
audience, was'frequenily choked’ by his emo- 
tion. The condition of Booth, it seems, did 
not fully justify the speech. There had been 
no attack of paralysis, and the actor was suf- 
no pain. He walked from the 

r to his carriage,. and was driven 
hotel, when he walked 
t apparent difficulty from the carriage 
to the elevatorand to hisroom. Keporiters 
were not allowed to see Booth, and Barrett 
refused to talk. Bromiley, business manager 
of the company, said that Booth’s Bys was 
not serious enough to justify alariy. € said 
that the company’s engagements for he rest 
of the week, and possibly the next, would 
be cancelled, but he hoped to go on as usual 
after Mr. Booth had been given a_brief rest. 
The company arrived in this city this morning 
and ooth passed the day lying down in lis 
room, but late tonight Barrett requested that 
he following be sent out by the Associated 
Press: 

‘‘Sinee his return to the hotel Hdwin Booth 
is fasier and the doctor gives every aesurance 
that a week or ten days of absolute rest will 
erstore lim to his usual health.’’

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SWiit PT BY THE FLAMES. 
Extensive Prairie Fires in Dakota- Destruc- - 
tion of Property. 

ScoTLaNpD, Dak., April 3.—Another terrible 
prairie fire swept over the country south of 
Scotland on Monday afternoon, and its path is 
now marked by thesmoldering embers of many 
homes. A very high wind prevailed all day, 
and with the crass as dry as tinder, the territic 
force of the fire is beyond description. 

At S o'clock word was brourht to town that 
the prairie was afi'e northwest of the town 
and immediately a hundred men startedin 
teams towafd the approaching fire, armed 
with brooms and sacks Arriving at Alfred 
Brown's farm, two miies notth, all his barns, 
daimes and cattle sheds were one blazing mass 
and the efforts of the crowd were directed to 
Saving his residence and beating the fire out 
that would inashort time have swept down 
upon the town. Brown’s residence was saved, 
butal lhis household goods that had been 
carried out by the family were burned. 

COMPLETELY BURNED OUT. 

One mile north of Brown’s the fire burned 
Henry Hagelfry out of every earthly posses- 
siou. SHlis house, barns and stock were con- 
sumed and he barely escaped with his family. 
Across from Hagelfry lived S. K. Tomliuson, 
a prosperous farmer, and everything about his 
place exeept his house was swept away. Five 
houses and several head of live stock were 
among his losses. His wife was at home 
alone when the fire broke out, and 
could do nothing to save the property. By 
evening, the fire inthe west had been extin- 
guished, but it is still raging in the southeast. 
‘The town of Olivet, the county seat of Hutch- 
inson county, eight roiles north, is reported to

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BRECOVELRED ? KOM HYDROPHOBIA. 


An Alabama Negro Passes Safely Through 
the Terrors of the Disease, 
Bigwincwam, Ala., April 3.—[Special.]— 
Some of the doctors of this city are stirred up 
over the recovery of a negro from what seemed 
to be a well developed case of hydrophobia. 
J> E. Brown, a colored man, ewployed on a 
fatm about five miles from the city, hada 
sinali dog to which he was much attached. A 
few weeks ago Brown's dog was attacked by a 
strange cur, and in defending his pet the negro 
wa hitten slightly in several places. Last 
weak Brown's dog showed signs 
of hydrophobia, and was killed. 
Monday, ‘Brown himself became violently 
fll, and soon developed symptoms of hydropho- 
bia. He grew worserapidly and Monday flight 
it required the combined efforts of six men to 
ti¢ him on his bed. He was frothing at the 
mouth and biting at everything within reacli. 
The doctors applied the usual remedies to re- 
lieve the man’s sufferings, but they were sur- 
prised when he appeared to be growing better 
esterday. Last night the cords were removed 
rom Rrown’s limbs, and today he seems to 
ave entirely recovered. If he really had hy- 
drophobia; and he certainly had every symp- 
lom-ofthe disease, his recovery is said to be 
the first on record.

. The Wife of Cae Moore: Whowas Lynched 


by the Macon Mob. 

Macon, Ga., April 3.-—-[Special.]---Mrs. A. 
Rt. Moore died this morning at 8 o'clock verv 
suddenly. Five minutes before her death she 
ha? been talking to her daughter, Mrs. Will 
Lewis, who left her bedside a few seconds, and 
When she returned the mother was 
dead. She died shortly after taking 
a teaspoonful of medicine pieseribed 
by Dr. L, L. Johnson, which fact led to the 
suspicion that the medicine had produced 
death. Accordingly this afternoov Coroner 
Hienderson impancled a jury of inguest. The 
jary eXamined two witnesses, which revealed 
the above facts, and then adjourned until 
eight o’clock tomorrow morning to allow Dr. 
Walker to make a post mortem examination 
andireport. Dr. Walker has already made 
a superficial examination and states his 
opinion that Mrs. Meore died of heart trouble. 
No post mortem has yet been made. Walker 
tasted the medicine, and said it is according 
lo .6 prescription, syrup of squills tincture 
jaisraxdi,; spirits nitre, noeuing -cslentated to 
prgduce death. Mrs. Moore was down town 
yesterday. She hac been in feeble health 
some time. Dr. Johnson's certificate of death 
States that Mrs. Moore died of pneumonia. 
Her death produces considerable talk. She 
was the widow of James Moore, who was re- 
cently taken from the Macon jail by a mob 
and lynched on account of a prostitute, Mamie 
Little. Mrs. Moore’s damage suit, ten thou- 
sand dollars, against Sheriff Westcott, for the 
denth of her hesband, is still pending.

The Spots on the Prisoner's Hat Analyzed 


and Found to Re FPilccd — We Is 
Carried Back to Jail at Decatur.

The unknown man who was so niysteriously 
murdered in this place Monday night, was bu- 
ried in.a corner of the cemetéry this afternoon 
just before dark.

ighter about him. ihe pr isoner, however, 

malntains the same silence? which has charac- 
terized hik conduct from the moment he was 
arrested, 

Stone Mountain has not known «4 sensation 

ike this in years, and the nrurdered man and 
aa prisoner are the only things disoussed 
about the place. Every detail of the horrible 
crime is familiar even to every child in the 
place. The body of the unknown man re- 
mained in Veal’s haltitthroughout the night, 
guarded by a negro. The streets were deserted, 
and the place was auiet, but there Was a mut- 
tered dissatisfaction among the miners, and 
many threatening remarks were made about 
fieviere. The prisoner, however, was safely 
confined in the jail ‘a Decatur, where the 
miners could not have reached him had an 
attempt been made. | 

UiIS FIRST NIGHT IN JATL. 

Soon after Sheriff Austin reached Decatur 
with his prisoner yesterday afternoon the jail 
doorswung open and HKeviere, for the first 
time in his life, found himsels behind the 
door which he could net open. About six 
o'clock Sheriff Austin returned to the jail 
and opening one of the cells on the lower floor 
ordered the prisoner to enter. 

He did this because he feared the man 
might possibly escape... . 

The lower floor of the MeKalb county jan is 
as strong a prison as there is in this state. 
Inside of the onter walls, which are econ- 
structed thick and of heavy stone, is another 
square building equaliy secure. TTlits inside 
building is divided into cells about twelve 
feet long, four feet wide and eight feet high. 
The cell door is extremely narrow and the 
door itself is built of heavy iron. As.-the 
sheriff closed the cell door he said: 

‘What would you like-tor supper 

Reviere hesitated a minute and then Sheriff 
Austin repeated his question, adding: 

‘Any thing you want you can haye.” 

\‘T would like a piece of ham an egg, some 
bread and a cup of coffee.”’ 

Tho sheriff left the jail, andin a short time 
returned with the supper. He found his pris- 
oner pacing up and cown ‘the cell, exceedingly 
nervous, and as the supper was placed upon 
the floor, Reviere asked: 

“Isn’ t there any one on this floor but me‘ 

‘'No,”’ said Sheriff Austin, as he unlocked 
the door. ‘‘Everybody is on the top floor.’’ 

“On the top floor,” said the prisoner, ‘‘my 
God, man, can’t you put some one in here 
with me. It is too lonesome and I can’t stand 
| 

Shertff \ustin opened the door, andina 
few seconds Reviere was eating his sapner. 
He ate with an apparent relish, but frequently 
stopped tong enough to ask the sheriff to give 
him company for the night. Sheriff Austin, 
however, declined to do this, and after se- 
curely locking the cell door, left the jail. 
Reviere remained silent for some time, and 
then began talking to the prisoners on the top 
floor. Histone was necessarily high, but he 
sequned to prefer the holiowing to the intense 
silenee when left alone. ‘Throughout the 
night he continued to call to the other prison- 
ers, who now assert that he remained awake 
nearly all night. 

Soon after daylight this morning Mr. Aus- 
tin went tothe jail and found his prisoner 
asleep. He did not wake him up but returned 
to his house and prepared a tempting ‘break- 
fast for him. An hour latter he returned to 
the jail with the meal. Reviero was awake 
and leaning against the cell door. 

“How do you fell this morning,” 
sheriff. 

“Oh, tolerably,”’ answered Keviere, gaping 
and streching as he spoke. 

‘How did you pass the night?’ asked Mr. 
Austin. 

“Well enough, I guess. I slept very well,but 
the cell floor is very bard, and if I have to 
stay here I wish you would fix a bed for me.”’ 

HOW HF LOOKED. 

The prisoner’s appearance did not indicate 
that he pitt slept well, as he said. His eyes 
were red and ails n, and there was a _ ner. 
vousness about him which told of a sleepless 
night. Hus clothing was soiled and rumpled, 
and his beard gave his face a roughe r appear- 
ance. Scon after eight o’clock Mr. Austin 
placed the chains upon his wrists and started 
tothe depot with him. Atthe jail door they 
encountered Judge Gleason, his attorney who 
had just come up from Conyers. They ex- 
changed greetings and after passing a few 
words, the party set out for the depot in time 
to catch the train. As they boarded the train 
Reviere asked Sfor a CoNnsTITUTION and was 
piven a copy. Ile gianced over the story

The prisoner was escorted to the hall and 
placed in a reom. Judge Cleason was with 
him and for quite awhlie they were alone in 
earnest conversation. As the prisoner passed 
through the crowd an officer who was preseut 
said 

‘Did you notice how he kept looking at the 
place where that poor devil was killed? Well, 
{ did. Yesterday when he got here | saw him 
get off the train and the first thing he did was

in the direction of .that spot. Me even 
stretched his neck to see it, and two or three 
times while going to the hah did the same 
thing. He knew what he had left there.’ 

The jury of inquest reconvened, but no addi- 
tional testimony was produced except that of 
Mr. Jolly, a merchant at Ciarkston. Mr. 
Jolly, under oath, stated that the live man 
and the dead man were the two who ate sup- 
per at his house Monday night, 

“The tall man had a satchel,”” said Mr. 
Jolly, “eat he did net appear to have any 
money. The other man had aten changed 
and gave himfive. ‘The man who ts now dead 
had a bundiein !:ishand which might have 
been this piece of steel wrapped in a piece of 
paper. I followed the two men to the depot 
and saw bothofithem get on the front end of 
the third car, and they wero there when 
the train moved out. ’ 

The jury then went into secret session and 
the prisoner was recalled. Justice MeCurdv 
asked him if he would not tell the namevof the 
dead man.

During 
tle doctor's statement the prisoner's coat was 
asked for. The coat had been in tie posses- 
sion of the sheriff, wi:o brought it down from 
Decatur with the prisoner this morning and 
placed it in the hall—but when it .was asked 
for it could not be found. A thorough search 
was then made for the garment, but without 
success. The oilicers are now trying theie 
level best to recover it. Without the coatan 
important link in the chain of evidence which 
points to Reviere is gone. No one can be 
found who can recall seeing the coat after the 
officer placed it in the hall. 

THK DEAD MAN BURIKD. 

Solicitor Chandler determined yesterday 
morning to have the dead man photographed, 
He telegraphed for Kuhns, the Atlanta artist, 
whocame upon the noon train. Mr. Kubwus 
made two photographs of the man and these 
photegraphs will be preserved by the solicitor. 
Before the photograplis were taken the coro- 
ner’s jury re ndered its verdict, That verdict 
read: 

“We, the jury, empaneled and sworn to inquire 
into the death of the unknown man*now living be- 
fore us, find that he came to his death fromm a pistol 
shot wound in bis brain, aud from severe and deep 
wounds made from a stee! tool on bis face and head.

The body was then turned over to the un- 
dertaker and buried late iu the evening, quite

After the verdict Reviere was turned over 
to the sheriff, with instructions that he be 
carefully watched and be closely contlined. He 
was carried back to Decatur and placed in 
jail. During the day he was asked:

Reviere was in Atlanta quite a while and 
was selling @ patent smoothing iron for a gen- 
tleman in that city.

$20—money due hia. 

Tomorrow Sheriff Austin will go to Atlanta 
and visit the house at which Reviere boarded. 
He hopes to find some papers which will give 
a clue to the dead man.

| THE JACKSON-BEAUMONT DIFFICULTY. 


Captain Jackson Explains the Difficalty as 
It Occurred. 

ATLANTA, April 3, 1889.—To the Editor of 
the Constitution: In this morning’s CONSTITUTION 
appears a notice of a personal difficulty which 
occurred at my office between my son, Tom Cobb 
Jackson, and Mr. W: H. Beaumont, entitled “A 
Damage Suit.’”’

THE ALLIANCE MEETS. 


GEORGIA’S STURDY @ARMERS TO 
MEET TODAY. 


An Important Meeting of the Georgia State Alli 
ance Will B> Held Today—Talks With Lead- 
ing Men—The Bagging Matter to Be Discussed— 
Views of Officers and Ot! ers. 


The Georgia State Alliance holds an import- 
ant meeting in Atlanta this morning. 

The delegates present, about 250 in number, 
represent about 85,000 farmers of the state and 
about 2,000 alliances. The main object of their 
meeting is to consult as tothe best means of 
defeating the bagging trust and of providing 
for the purchase of guano for the coming sea- 


son. 

Atlanta welcomes the representatives of the 
farmers of the state and trusts that their ses- 
sion will be harmonious and satisfactory. THE 
CONSTITUTION’S reporters were among the del- 
egates last night and present herewith the re- 
sult of their work. 


-_--- 


The Farmers’ Alliance of Georgia will meet 
at 10 o’clock this morning in the house of rep- 
resentatives. 

Every county alliance in the state will be 
represented in the meeting and the number 
of delegates is more than two hundred. 

* The mecting was called by President Liv- 
ingston for the purpose of considering the 


cheap home manufactured bagging for the 
farmers of this state. 
THE PRESIDENT TALKS. 

Hon. L. F. Livingston, of Newton, the able 
president of the Georgia State Alliance, is at 
the $Markham house. Le is a gentleman of 
high character, broad views, large information 
and has had a wide experience in farming. No 
mwnan better understands the wants of the far- 
mers of Georgia, and no man is more devoted 
to the agricultural interests of the state. 

“The principal object of this called meeting 
of the State Alliance,’ said Mr. Livingston, 
‘ig to formulate some plan for securing 
cheaper bagging for our cotton. There is cer- 
tainly some way to defeat the iniquitous oper- 
ations of the jute bagging trust, and we are 
here to find out the best way to doit. This 
question of bagging was brought to the atten- 
tion of the various county alliances some weeks 
ago, and they have been dtscussing it for 
weeks, and now they have sent delegates to 
take some action upon it. 

‘T cannot tell what will be done in the 
meeting tomorrow, but I am satisfied that a 
common-sense, practical solution of the prob- 
lem will be reached, and when a plan is 
adopted the state alliance will be found stand- 
ing squarely together in carrying it out. 
There isa difference of opinion among the 
delegates as to what kind of bagging should 
be used. Some favor pine straw, but a major- 
ity of the delegates seem to think that cotton 
bagging mannfactured in home factories 
and sold to the farmers at the smallest 
per cent on the- cost of | 
ing is the proper solation of the 
problom. Of course it could not be expected’ 
that factories will be established for this pur- 
pose, or that factories already ,.in operation 
will change their machinery in order to turn 
out cotton bagging without a guarantee that 
the farmers would use it. This idea of using 
cotton bagging is popular for various reasons. 
It can be cheaply made, it is not as inflamma- 
ble as some Other kinds of bagging, it is stout, 
cannot be easily torn, it is very accessible and 
can be readily made from a product of the farm 
—and refuse cotton can be utilized in 
its manufacture. I merely indicate these 
points in passing, as I said before. We can- 
not tell what plan will be adopted, but what- 
ever plan shall be adopted you can set it down 
as certain, the state alliance will be thoroughly 
united in carrying it out in good faith. There 
will be no clashing. Our interests are the 
same. What benefits the producer will prove 
beneficial toall. We are here to do what is 
best for the farmers of Georgia.”’ 

SECRETATY BURKS, 

Mr. R. L. Burks of Chipley, the secretary of 
the state alliance, is one of the best men in 
the organization. Heis thoroughly informed 
as to the objects and workings of the alliance 
and makes an admirable ofticer. 

In the course of an interesting conversation 
at the Kimball house last night, he said: 

“Yes, the growth of the state alliance has 
been remarkabie. It was orgahized in De- 
cember, 1887, at Fort Valley, with one hun- 
At first 
its grand purposes were not properly under- 
stood, and hundred of the best 
men in Georgia fought shy of it—but 
since then they haye poured into the State 
Alliance by the thousand. In round numbers 
there are 80,000 members. There are 126 
organize County Alliances in the state, and 
four more counties ready to be organized. 
There are 1,957 sub-alliances in the organiza- 
tion, A county must have five sub-alliances 
before itcan be organized, but there is no 
limited number of sub-alliances in a county. 
‘Lhe system of organization is perfect, and the 
working of the order is smvoth and harmoni- 
ous. The alliance in Georgia has grown more 
rapidly than in any other state in which the 
organization has been planted.”’ 

TOM LYONS IS HERE. 

Clever Tom Lyons, of Bartow, one of the 
common sense farmers of old Bartow, and an 
enthusiastic delegate, said last night: 

‘No jute bagging for me. Iam for making 
cur own bagging right here in Georgia. It can 
be done. Give us home factories that will 
turn out cotton duck or something of that kind 
and let the farmers bind themselves to 
take it. That's the way to. shut 
out the jute bagging trust. The way to kill 
the jute trust is for the farmers to make 
up their minds not to use jute. That’s ex- 
acy what I did. I swore that I wouldn’t use 
jute bagging and I stuck toit. I made eighty- 
four bales of cotton last year and covered it 
with Dundee cloth, but we’ll do even better 
than that when we get home factories to turn 
out cotton bagging. Colonel George Gober 
one of the best men in Georgia, says that Ma- 
rietta will put up $50,000 if a factory for the 
manufacture of cotton bagging is established 
there, and he knows what he’s talking about.”’ 

EX-SENATOR DEJARNETTE, 

Dr. J. T. DeJarnette, of Putnam, who is 
prominently spoken ofas the next president of 
the state alliance, is stopping at the Kimbail 
house. He is one of the finest farmers in 
Georgia and a leading delegate. 

He said last night: “The great need of the® 
state alliance is capital, and we hope to get 
it to accomplish a great work for the farmers 
of Georgia, Yes, weare getting along very 
well in Putnam. We have a co-operative 
store which sells about $10,000 worth a month 
tofarmers. They can buy corn at this store, 
you see. for sixty-four cents a bushel. That is 
a good deal better than paying the merchant 
ninety cents for it.’’ 

LHE NATIONAL ALLIANCE LECTURER. 

Hon. Ben Terrell, the National Alliance lec- 
turer, arrived on the 10:50 train last night 
from Sparta, at which place he delivered an 
address yesterday. 

“Yes,” he said, in reply to the inquiry, “T 
am in excellent health. ‘The success of the al- 
liance work has been something wonderful 
and is, of course, very gratifyingtome. I will 
be in Atlanta all day tomorrow, leaving Friday 
morning for Washington, where I go to meet 
with the National Alliance president, C, W 
McCune, and the national committee. 

**The alliance work,” he continued, “began 
in Texas, and has been pushed further there 
than anywhere south. Next, however, comes 
Georgia. The one idea of the alliance igs to 
make the farmer independent, instead of a de— 
pendent. He is next to the soil, and he ought 
to be independent. There is no war to 
be waged on the farmers, or on any other class. 
If the farmer can pay cash it is better for the 
inerchant as well as for the farmer. 

‘The opposition to the alliance has been 
founded on an ignorance or a misunderstand- 
ing of its principles. Its direct object is to 
benefit the farmer, but what benefits the 
farmer benefits all other classes. We don’t 
believe in boycotts or strikes.”’

Mr. Wood was asked if jute butts were 
higher today than at this time last year. 

“Yes,” wasthe reply. “The price of jute 
butts is from one-quarter to three-eights of a 
cent higher than last year. Jute butts were 
very low last year, and are about their normal 
price now. One reason for the increased price 
of jute butts in the United’ States at this time 
is the increased consumption of that article in 
other lines of manufacturing abroad, such as 
carpets and gunny sacks. both of which in 

Surope consume a large amount of jute.’’ 

‘“‘Hfow about the visible supply of butts?” 
asked the reporter. 

“Well,” said Mr. Wood, “I guess there is in 
sight and to arrive more than will be required 
for this season's bagging. There is never any 
Scarcity of raw material. A large amount has 
already sold for cash at openining market 
prices,’”’

The reader will at once: conclude that no 
man excent a bagging manufacturer, or paper 
manufacturer, would want to buy jute butts 
in any large quantity, and it becomes of inter- 
est to find out who the mill men are, <Accord- 
ing to Mr. Wood, there are in this country 
twenty-four bagging mills. About half of 
these {numericaily, and about seventy per 
‘cent in spindle capacity, are running. Tbe 
other mills are notrunning. The big mills 
are at Brooklyn, at Boston and in the vicinity, 
and at St. Louis. St. Louis is really 
one of the largest bagging manufactur- 
ing cities, and has the largest 
mill. Then there isa mill at Charleston, 8. 
C., a new mill just started at Louisville, a 
good sized mill at Columbus, Georgia, one at 
Eufaula, Ala., and one at Galveston, Texas. 
The Richmond, Virginia, rmll has been sold to 
go to Fort Werth, Texas. The Ludlow mill, 
near Boston, one of the largest mills in the 
country, is running, and every mill south of 
the Ohio river is running.”’ : 

WHY THEY ARE NOT RUNNING, 

‘The mills not running are keeping idle by 
virtue of some agreement made with the 
bagging trust,are they not?” asked the re- 
porter. 

‘You’ve got that wrong,” said Mr. Wood. 
“This isn’tatrust. By atrust. I understand 
a@ combination of corporations by which one 
central managing board dictates a policy for 
alithe members of the trust, who have to ac- 
cept the results of that management, be they 
what they may. 

‘Phe bagging mills are notin any trust. A 
number of the mills have simply leased all 
the other mills, just as you might lease two or 
three printing houses 1f you wanted to. It 
has been found that when all the mills run the 
eutput is practically unlimited, the market is 
glutted, and competition is sosevere that none 
of the mills can make anymoney. An arrange- 
ment by which the production is limited to 
something near the actual demand vromises 
much better returns for all who accept it.”’ 

‘I see,’’ said the roporter, ‘‘You pay the 
idle mills for not running.” 

“That’s about it,” said Mr. Wood. ‘‘We 
just rent them and pay them a cash rental, 
the saine as if one man was renting another 
house beside his own.’’ 

‘‘Do you pay each idle milla rental equiva- 
lent to the estimated profit that the mill would 
makeif it was allowed to run, based on this 
season’s prices ’’ 

‘“No, sir. A great many of them are willing 
to take a good deal less, and in fact are glad to 
get it, because if they did run they night lose 
money.’ 

A PERTINENT QUESTION. 

‘Now,’ said the inquisitor,“‘about how high 
are the prices of bagging going this season? 
Will they be-raised a great deal or only 
slightly ?”’ 

“Very slightly. As I understand it, the 
mills have no ideaof putting the prices up 
much. . Prices may advance sone, as the de- 
mand increases and according to the stocks on 
hand.”’ 

‘‘And all this talk about the danger of a 
bagging trust forcing prices up higher than the 
southorn planter can stand is what?” 

‘Simply ahue and a cry, and some of it is 
simply absurd and childish.” 

MR. BEN GRATZ TALKS, 

An interview with Mr. Ben Gratz, of War- 
ren, Jones & Gratz, was successful in eliciting 
some interesting facts. The firm of Warren, 
Jones & Gratz isa commission firm, having 
asatirm no interest in any bagging euter- 
prise whatever, except as sellmg agents for 
certain mills. Of the four partners three are 
interested in the Muncie, Ind., bagging manu- 
facturing company. Mr. Gratz was decidedly 
of opinion that two-pound bagging was cheap 
at nine and one-half cents. When asked as to 
the visibic supply of juie batts he produced 
the trade circular of H. H. Crocker & Co., of 
New York. showing that on April 1, 1889, the 
visible supply of jute butts for four months 
was 2.00 437 bales. | 

In 1888 at the same time the supply was 243.246 
pales, and for 1887, same time, 221,503 bales. 
The phrase ‘supply for four months’’ means 
to arrive within four months from April Ist, 
which is explained in this way: The jute crop 
matures in September, and a shipment takes 
four months to arrive at New York from Cal- 
eutta. That is, January shipments would 


arrive some time in April; February shipments | 


in May. and so on.

ranted that there is plenty of jute butts to 
be had for money, still there are no mills out- 
side of the combine to turn them into bagging. 
The mills are governed by a mutual agree- 
ment which restricts production and maintains 
& paying price. It is maintained that 9} cents 
is a reasonable price, and it must be noted that 
the manufacturers cannot afford to put bag- 
ging up to the importing point until the con- 
sumptive demand is so close that the goods 
cannot be imported. The bagging is all used 
inside of three months. The result is that the 
combine is now obliged to sell whatever bag- 
ging the country waats at a reasonable price. 
When August and September come along, the 
combine could ask fifteen cents and get it with 
out any trouble, if they chose, as the cotton 
shipper is bound to have the bagging, or a 
large amount of it anyway. At present the 
price of manufactured bagging is deemed 
reasonably arbitrary, as some people may 
term it, and asensible course for the cotton 
producers is to do, as many of them have 
done, buy 

EARLY IN THE 8EASON 
before the demand crowds the supply, 
and before the mills have earned the right to 
add to the cost for currying the article in 
stock. Mr. Gratz was perfectly sure of one 
thing, that bagging would go up in price later 
in the season, — 
A POSITION OF A MILL 

in the combine was recently stated to a 
reporter by Henry R. Murry, secretary of the 
St. Louis bagging company, as follows: 

‘We have nothing to hide,”’ he said in reply 
to aquestion. ‘‘We fully exfiected to start 
up on January Ist, but we will not now resume 
this year. With usitis simply a question of 
business, The year opened up with g surplus 
of probably 15,000,000 yards of bagging, while 
the total demand is only 45,000,000 to 50,000,000 
yards. We are all human, of course, and all 
want to make money in our business. War- 
rep, Jones & Gratz came to us and suggested 
an agreement for the year by which we will re- 
main idle, and we accepted it.’”’ 

“Do you understand this to be a revival of 
last year’s trust?” 

“Not exactly. While we were ready to do 
anything for ourown good and the general 
good of the trade, we.protested against any 
arrangement which would cause a repetition 
of last year’s excitement. We were informed 
that there was no intention of doing anything 
like that, and we entered into the agreement.” 

‘Whatis the inducement for youto close 
your mill?” 

“The inducement is that we receive bag- 
ging eaual to our capacity—3,500,000 yards—at 
a price about cost, and fixed for the enfire 
season regardless of the market price. Then, 
offcourse, we avoid'piling up a, large surplus, 
and breaking the market, as it was formerly.’’ 

‘Does this agreement include all the mills 
embraced in last year’s trust?” 

“T cannot say that it does. Some of the 
mills that are running now were closed last 
year, but they are under an agreement 

NOT TO DUMP THEIR PRODUCT 

on the market. The New Orleans mill, which 
is now running, is under this agreement. The 
Louisville mill, which is also running, 18 vot 
under it, but itisasmall affair. I do not 
think the Galveston mill is in the agreement 
inany way. There are several shut down like 
we are, and I presume on the same terms,”’ 

**How about the Boston mill, which last sea- 
son locked horns with the trust ?”’ 

“It is runging, but under an agreement that 


-it will not take the initiative, as it did then, in 


putting its product on the market. It will 
sort of lay back and meet competition. Itisa 
large mill, with a capacity of 6,000,000 to 
7,000,000 vards a vear. Last year it was under 
no agreement whatever.’’ 

‘What do you think about the corner in jute 
butts?” 

“T do not think it is as close as reported. 
The amount in sight up to July 1 is 3,000,000 
bales of 400 pounds each. I had an offer re- 
cently of 100,000 bales at 24 cents a pound, and 
for this reason sI’ do not think the corner is 
close, though it may have been perfected 
since.”’ CHARLES A, TAYLOR. 

THE JUTE BUTTS CORNER. 

It bas been reported that the bagging trust 
had bought all the jute butts that could be im- 
ported between now and June Ist, and that 
consequently, new bagging factorics, if started, 
could not get material to work on. - We wired 
our New York correspondent for information 
and he sends us the following, which shows 
that the report is correct: 


New Yozk, April 3.—[Special.]—"‘Still wa- 
ters run deep,’’ and at present so courses the 
current of trade in jute butts. The bagging 
trust people are getting in some fine work that 
is liable to show big results within the next 
few months. They are playing their cards so 
artfully that the unwary are liable to. be 
caught in their trap. There. are three ele- 
ments inthe jute butts trade. Namely: im- 
porters of the butts, manufacturers of jute 
bagging, who are the buyers of the butts, and 
the brokers or middle-men between importers 
and manufacturers. Just now the brokers and 
manufacturers are as mute as mice, and even 
the importers are rather uncommunicative. 
Hence it is difficult to get at the true inward- 
ness of the present situation. Diligent inves- 
tigation has, however, revealed this much to 
your correspondent: jute butts are 
practically cornered. That is to. say, 
the butts are sold by the _ importers 
for future delivery just as cotton is traded in 
one the New York cotton exchanges such sales 
are made for several months ahead and at 
present the outstanding contracts tor delivery 
are sufficient to take every bale of butts that 
can possibly arrive here by importation 
between now and June Ist. At that date the 
season of the current crop of butts énds and 
no new supply can be had until the next crop 
matures the beginning of which is in October, 
therefore, all the butts not now in stock, 
which will be available for the manufacturer 
of bagging tocover our next cotton crop, are 
those that will arrive between now and June 
Ist, and every bale of them has already been 
bought by the bagging manufacturers. Now 
if tlie is not a butt corner what but a 
corner is it? All the bagging mutuiacturers 
are said to be in the trust except the Ludlow 
company. Thereisalow grade of butts, too 
poor to be used in making bagging except by 
being sparingly mixed with the good quality. 
These are usually sold to paper manufacturers,

THE PINE—-STRAW BAGGING. 


It has been printed that the patent under 
which pine-straw bagging was made last year, 
had been sold to the bagging trust and would 
not be available this year. The following will 
show that this story is incorrect and that this 
patent is available to the farmers if thty find 
it best to use it, 


The pine bagging patents are owned by five 
men, three in Wilmington, N. C., one in At- 
lanta, and one in Columbus, Mississippi. 

The ‘three men in Wilmington composed 
the Acme company which began the manufact- 
ure of pine bagging last year. Mr. A. BE, 
Thornton, of the Atlanta Cotton Oil mills, and 
Mr. M, Frank, of the cotton oil mills at Col- 
umbus, Miss., have bought an interest in the 
patents, and the newsyndicate has built fa 
large new mill at Conly, N.C., which will 
turn out from 1,500,000 to 2,000,000 vards of 
bagging a_year. 

The Acme Manufacturing com pany produced 
last year about 400,000 yards of bagging. This, 
in a-total consumption of 55,000,000 yards, was 
hardly more than a drop iu the bucket. Their 
plant was burned sometime last fall and they 
have just completed a larger one wh:ch will be 
in operation next week, when a test will be 
made in the presence of fibre experts from dif- 
ferent parts of this counjry and one from Dun- 
dee. ‘ 

“We are going slow,’’ said Mr. Frank, ‘*be- 
cause we want to perfect the process before we 
invest a great deal of money in it. We 
wish to get all the light we can from 
this test and if it works satisfactorily 
we will be ready to push the business. There 
is no doubt in my mind that pine straw will 
be a formidable competitor with jute, but this 
indnstry like all others must be perfected and 
must have its backsets, just as the manufac- 
ture of cotton seed oil has had its backsets. 
Wo have in this new factory greatly improved 
on.the one which was burned, and I am satis- 
fied that we will make substantial improve- 
mentsin the next. This is the history of 
every industry. There are more minds in this 
country now engaged on the subject of fiber 
thanon any other department of industry; 
there are men making fiber of the palmetto, 
the pulque pliant and the cotton stalk, There 
are many of these which theoretically 
furnish good fibre, but practically cannot be 
mauufactuyed iow enough to be profitabie, Of 
course where this is true the enterprise will be 
discontinued.’’ 

“Tt is reported that the jute bagging trust has 
bought the pine straw patents, and it is also re. 
ported thatthey have been bought by either 
the Standard Oil company or the Southern Qi] 
trust.” 

“That you can Ccny. We have not veen ap- 
proached by those parties, and there have been 
no negotiations with them. We propose to 
conduct an independent business. We do not 
propose to fight the bagging trust, but if they 
should fight ns we feel that we can maintain 
ourselves as long as we can sell our two pound 
bagging for seven and ahalf cents at the milis, 
wherever they may be located in the pine 
belt of the southern states. We can make a 
fair manufacturer’s profit at that price. It 
will take about $200,000 to erect atwo million 
yard mill and furnish operating capital. This 
will make about $150,000 worth of bagging a 
year and the profit we estimate will pay 
twenty per cent on the investment. , 

“Itis repurted that the jute bagging trust 
bas ecernered the entire produet of jute ints. 
Suppose they should make the price of bag- 
ging twelve cents; what would you do?” 

“That would not effect us. We simply 
want a fair manufacturers’ profit to 
compensate for the capital, risk of 
business and @xperience, and we have calcy- 
jated that seven and one-half cents a yard will 
cover that. If the jute cogbination—for it is 
not a teust—should fight usand put bagging 
below the price we can afford to sell at, we 
would simply stop manufacturing pine bag 
ging till they put jute back to a remunerative 
price. We aie not dependent on this business 
for a livelihood and in the event of that kind 
of fight we would simply bide our time. We 
would’'probably not have to be idle very long. 
Up to last vear the price of jute bagging has 
averaged about seven cents a yard. That was 
hardly profitable to the manufacturers and 
that brought about the combination.” 

‘You don’t propose to sell out to them?” 

‘No, sir; we have the good will of the farm- 
ers now and it would be foolish to throw them 
off. Of course you understand that it will 
take a great deal of capital to carry on this 
business. We expect to get five two-million- 
yard factories in operation by next fail, and we 
hope to have tweaty factories in operation by 
the following fall. 

‘We will first give southern capital achance 
to take hold of this thing, and if we can’t raise 
capital in the south of course we will have to 
go north; but from present indications and 
from a great many letters we have received 
from all parts of the south, it looks as though 
southern capital would take ho!d of this enter- 
prise.”’ 

“On what basis will you invite southern 
capital ?’’ 

‘We have not definitely arranged that, but 
we know that we will take interest with 
others in mills in different localities. Weare 
willing to take our compensation in tho shape 
of interest in the business, In other words we 
propose a plan something like the Bell Tele- 
phone company’s, tolet the people organize 
companies and build factories in different lo- 
ealities and we will give them the right to 
that territory for acertain per centage of the 
stock, basing our profits on the outcome of 
the business. 

“Mv idea would beto have a two-million- 
yard factory at Charleston, one at Savannah, 
Brunswick, Mobile, Meridian and go on through. 
out the pine belts ofthe south. We believe 
that wewill getas much pine straw as we 
want from the sawmills. it -is a question 
whether we shall not take the fibre milis, 
which are portable, into the piney woods and 
ship the reduced tibre to the factory instead of 
shipping it green. Mr. Thornton thinks that 
will be the better plan. Tlie green pine straw 
loses about seventy-live per cent in weight and 
bulk in the treatment of the fibre mill and this 
would cause a considerable saving of freight. 

“You may say that before we induce any- 
body to take hoid of this thing we wi} 
have tc be satisfied ourselves beyona 
2 coubt that it is a success, 
pecanse all the parties interested are so sit- 
uated that they are not dependent on this en- 
terprise, and they could not afford to be con- 
nected with anything which would be a failure. 
On this account we will perhaps have to move 
much slowerin the matter than we would 
otherwise have done. 

“We hopeto get ready for th's fali’s crop 
tive factories that will make ten million yards 
of bagging. We may get several! more ready, 
but we havea big jobahead of us. Our new 
mili in North Carolina was completed within 
three months. The decorticating machinery 
is the new thing, and there are four or five 
patents on it. The bagging looms here- 
tofore used will do the weaving. 
The mills will make matting and other pro- 
ducts of pine straw, which will be more profi- 
table than bagging, 

“The process wasinvented by Mr. Scott, but

was afterwards developed by the Acme Mansnu- 
facturivg company, composed of Mr. Wil- 
liam. Gilchrist, Mr. William Latimer, 
and Mr. G. H. Smith, of Wilmington. N.

“Can bagging be manufactured profitably by 
mills with less than $200,000 capital?’ 

“I think so, batin this business, asin all 
others,Ahere are certain fixed charges, which 
are thésame for large or small productions 
There ?: an organization of officials, for in. 

acest shich could doa double business with 


| vantage to large factories, and hence the ten- 
dency to build them large.”’ 

‘Will you be ready to talk business on 
Thursday if there should be parties ready to 
treat with you for the organization of com- 
panies to build factories ?”’ 

“Not that soon, for we are to have a test in 
the presence of experts next week. We will 
be ready to talk business very soon after that.” 

Mr. Frank’s remarks suggest a few figures. 


| 


It takes about fifty-five million yards of bag- 
ging to cover a seven million bale cotton ¢rop. 
That means twenty-eight such factories as Mr 
Frank and his associates contemplate, and at 
the figures he gives would cost $5,600,000, or 
about eighty cents a bale permanently invested 
in factories. 

The crop of Georgia, a million bales, would 
take the anes of four of these factories, 
Mississippi with a million and a quarter bales 
would take the product of five, Texas would 
take about the same, Alabama three or four 
factories, Arkansas about three factories, South 
Carolina three, Louisiana three and so on 
through the list. 

The pine bagging men, however, do not con- 
template a monopoly of the business. They 
have set their stakes for twenty factories, 
which will produce bagging for about two- 
thirds of the crop. This would be enough to 
break any unreasonable prices on jute bagging. 
Ten factories, making about forty per cent of 
the bagging, would probably prevent exhorbi- 
tant prices unless the pine and jute men should 
combine. The five factories they will under- 
take to build this season will put things in de- 
cidedly better shape than they were last year. 

Twenty factories on Mr. Frank’s estimate 
would cost $4,000,000, and_ the five to be "built 
this year would cost $1,000,000, 

But experience and inventive genius always 
cheapen things—sometimes amazingly. It 
would not be surprising to see the cost of the 
—— reduced one-half before they are all 

yulit. 

The farmers are not out of the woods yet, 
_ they can see the light through the pine 
rees.
